Roosevelt Would Accept 
Presidential Nomination. 


Trenton, N. J., January 30.—That 
Colonel Theodore Roosevelt would no 
more decline to take the nomination 
for president than he would decline 
to enlist, if needed, in time of war, is 
the opinion of Lawrence F. Abbott, 
one of the editors of. The Outlook, 
contained in a letter received here to- 
day by Edward C. Stokes, former gov- 
ernor of New Jersey. The letter re- 
ceived by Mr. Stokes follows a visit 
he made to The Outlook office last 
week, when he had an interview with 
Colonel Roosevelt and suggested that 
defining his position relative to the 
presidency. : 
The. letter from Mr. Abbott given 
out by Mr. Stokes today is prefaced 
with a statement that Mr. Abbott nad 
no authority to speak for Colonel 
Roosevelt, but that during the past 
two years he has had exceptional op- 
portunity to learn Colonel Roosevelt's 
views and the workings of his mind. 
Mr. Abbott further says: 

“Tl am convinced he does not desire 
the nomination and will enter no con- 
test for it, but 1 am equally convinced 
that if his countrymen have still fur- 
ther need of his service as their chief 
executive, he will no more decline 
their call than he would decline to 
enlist, if needed, in time of war.”

WATER SOURCES 
ARE INSPECTED 


State Board of Health Pre- 
paring Reports on City 
Water Systems. 


Preliminary reports following sanl- 
tary surveys of the water supplies of 
a number of Georgia cities and towns 
have been prepared by R. C. Werner, 
chemist of the state board of health, 
showing that in the main these sup- 
plies are pure and healthful. 

In May, 1910, the board of health 
established a laboratory for the 
chemical and bacteriological examina- 
| tion of waters from the public supplies 
ie the state. The work of this lab- 
oratory, prosecuted alon~ most modern 
lines, has steadily grown, and was 
; recently extended to include inspec- 
|; tions of waterworks plants and wateg 
and investigations in regard to 


sheds 
methods of purification. 

During August plant inspections 
were made by the board of health in 
the cities of Augusta, Madison, sMon- 
iroe and Greensboro. Detailed reports 
are now being prepared dealing with 
improvements in methods of purifica- 
‘tion and equipment. 

Augusta’s Water Supply. 

The Ayususta filtration nlant derives 
its wy from the Savannah river.

Monroe has an ideal 
for a small city, and the various sam- 
ples analyzed by the board of health

oratory was equipped. The city is 
fortunate in. having a well-regulated 
waterworks system. 
Madison waterworks, while 
deficient in storage capac- 
ity for raw water, still furnishes to 
the consumers a wholesome quality of 
water, and with careful plant manage- 
ment and regulation the quality of 
the filtered water ean probably be 
considerably improved. 

Improvement Needed, 

At. Greensboro, the other ‘plant in- 
spected, there were a number 0of 
features which might, if not reme- 
died, prove a menace to the health of 
the city. However, recommendations 
were made at the time of inspection, 
whereby the objectionable conditions 
could be bettered and at a recent date 
the Greensboro officials reported that 
the proper steps were being taken to 
safe-guard the water supply.

The board has provided for the pub- 
lication from time to time of the re- 
sults of these water examinations. 

Situation at Monroe. 

In a detailed report regarding the 
System at Monroe, the board presents 
_the following facts and recommenda- 
tions: 

“The inspection and analysis failed 
to revéal anything objectionable in 
the quality of the water or the meth- 
ods of filtration. The plant is ap- 
parently in first-class eondition and is 
Siving excellent service. The opera- 
tion of the plant is. well regulated 
and the basins for storage of the 
water are adequate for the purpose. 

“The only recommendation which 
Suggests itself is the establishment of 
a periodical inspection of the tribu- 
tary streams and water shed furnish- 
ing the supply. This measure would 
be an additional safeguard to the 
purity of the supply, as carcasses of 
dead animals and closets, which might 
cause dangerous contamination, could 
then be removed in time to avoid 
danger.

With a 


report that an 
to the bond ordinance would be legal 
and without any recommendation 
whatever, the ordinance committee 
will put squarely up to council next 
Monday the proposed expenditure of 
$20,000 of the bond money for pri- 
vate water mains and $12,000 of bond 
money for a smal! reservoir which 
had been set aside for a new clear wa- 
ter basin. _ : 

The committee met Tuesday after- 
noon and discussed two ordinances 
making provisions for the use of bond 
money as stated above. 

F. A. Quiillian, chairman of the bond 
commission, appeared before the com- 
mittee and stated that every dollar of 
the bond tssue could be used for lay- 
ing of water mains on streets named 
in the bond ordinance. 

Members of the committée thought 
it was not a wise business policy to 
hold up the money and let it le idle 
and that it was better to use it now. 
to pay for water mains that had been. 
laid by private corporations and 
which had been turned over to the 
city. 

It was aiso deemed advisable to use 
bond money which had been voted for 
a clear water basin when it was not 
needed in order to secure a small 
reservoir to take care of muddy water 
which flowed from the washings of 
the filters and into the lake of the 
Atlanta Steel Company. It was shown 
that the water coulg be saved and 
used and that the mud could be sold 
for terra cotta manufacture. 

But the committee did not think it 
was within its province to report on 
the ordinances other than to atate 
that council had the legal right to use 
the bond money as vutlined. So the 
whole matter is up to council.

Or th M, Fullilove, of Athens 
tires Four Times, 


Trouble Started Over Alleged 
Attentions: Offered to Mrs. 
Fullilove—Principals Are 
Prominent and Duel Causes 
Sensation. 


»*Athens, Ga., January 30.—(Special.) 
In a sensational pistol duel in one of 
the principal hotels here this morning, 
Dr. H. M. Fullilove, a prominent local 
physician, shot and probably fotally 
wounded CC, L. McKee, a stock dealer, 
whose home is at Sheltonville, Ky 

Since noon when he became uncon- 
scious McKee has been almost mo- 
mentarily expected to die. The physi- 
cians at a late hour tonight held out 
little hope for his recovery. 

A brother of the wounded man, O. N. 
McKee, of Atlanta, arrived in Athens 
this afternoon after his brother had 
lapsed into unconsciousness. He 
swore out a warrant for the holding 
of the Athens physician on a charge 
of assault with intent to murder. 

The trouble, it is said, occurred be- 
cause of alleged attentions made Mrs. 
Fullilove by McKee. Both men were 
armed, and six shots were exchanged. 
The men fired almost s!tmultaneously, 
Dr. Fullilove fired four times, McKee 
fired twice. The two shots of Mcee 
went into the baseboard of the office. 
Dr. Fullilove knocked the gun down at 
the second shot and his hand was 
blackened with the powder. The cen 
were not more than two or three feet 
apart. Dr. Fillilove shot at McKee 
with the latter standing between the 
head of the stairs and tne desk. One 
shot glanced across McKee’'s chest, 
grazing the skin and ploughing a 
groove in the hotel desk. Another} 
penetrated the right lung; a third cut 
a hole in the neck, and the fourth in- 
flicted a slight wound in the arm. 

McKee Tells of Trouble. 
Mr. McKee made the _ following 
statement after the shooting to Justice 
Cc. T. Young and Chief of Police L. E. 


Brooks: 

“He walked up the steps. I[ was 
standing up against the desk. Two 
fellows were with him. These were 
his first words: ‘I want you to leave 
town today. I said: ‘I have not done

town! Fullilove said, ‘I do not want 
to kill you!’ Fullilove had his gun 


He is an assassin, pure and simple. He 
may kill his wife if you don't watch 
him.

There is nothing wrong with 
Mrs. Fullilove, and I am innocent and 
justifiable. I saw this man Sunday 
and he said it was all right. I would 
not have been shot but for his 
brother. 

“This statement I make is of my 
own free will and accord and is true 
I am in my right mind absolutely 
and I swear all I have said is true,” 

Dr. Fullilove’s Statement. 


To the sheriff, to whom Dr. 
immediately surrendered, he said in 
substance: “I am sorry it occurred. 
The man had been annoying my wife 
for some time. I gave him warning 
to leave town and cease the attempts 
at attentions which were offensive. He 
drew his gun first on me when I met 
him this morning and I immediately 
fired in self-defense. I regret that 
I had to do it,” 

C. L. McKee came here from Atlanta 
three months or so ago. He has a 
brother in the stock business. His 
home is at Sheltonville,. Ky.,. and he 
has been in the horse business there. 
When McKee first put up at the Ath- 
naeum hotel he was crippled—a horse 
had stepped on his foot or in some 
other manner he was crippled and he 
was confined to the house for a month 
or more. Lately he has been doing 
nothing. He is about thirty-five years 
old; heavy set and ruddy in complexion; 
jolly and good humored with those 
who knew him. He had been plarining 
to enter business in Atlanta with his 
McKee never lost 
consclousness, As soon as the duel 
was over he sank down on his elbow 
and said: ‘You have about done me.”

VALDOSTA POWER 


PLANT WRECKED 


Switch™ Engine Struck a Guy 
Wire and Now City Is 
in Darkness. 


Valdosta, Ga. January 30.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The plant of the Consolidated 
Ice and Power Company in this city 
was put out of business by a rather 
unusual and serious accident this aft- 
ernoon: A car of coal being pushed 
up on the coal] chute by a Georgia 
Southern and Florida switch engine, 
caught a guy wire, pulling down two 
smokestacks, two poles and complete- 
ly demolishing the wire system into 
the plant.

“Nobody was 
nurt in the accident, but the plant 
presents a scene of .wreckage, with 
one of the switchboards out of com- 
mission along with wires and poles. 
It is announced that it will be Wed- 
nesday night before the plant is able 
to work again.
